A DESTRUCTIVE BLAZE,

A Ball Broken up by the Barning
of A Hullding.

Parrensoxs, N, 1, Pebrnoary 8 =Wash.
ington Hall, which occupied a plot or
wround on Brondway. 400 by 600 feet
in size, was huroed to the grownd abount
2 o'elock this morning, The loss will
not (il much short of $500,000. A haly
was in progress when the fire was dis
covered, but all the guests got out in
sufety, some, however, leaving their val-
wable wraps belind them.  The tire orig-
mated in the busement of the buililing,
and it was only when dense smoke maede
its way into the ball room that the
guests were made aware ol the great
dunger,

The building was three stories high.
The first floor was ocvupicd as oflices
and stores,  The armory of the first bat-
talion N. G, N, J. and ball room  were
sttuated an the second floor, and the
rooms of Ivanhoe Lodge, Foand A N
were on the top floor.  In the upper part
of the building were nlao sheeping apart-
ments of the janivor, Wm, Santh, amd his
wife, both ot whom had o virrow ese
cape from suffocation, the litter being
eorowd out i an unconscious stute, The
fire, it i% now  ®mid, was coused by
explusion in the soda water manufuctur
i establishment of 13, Swinly & Co,, in
thie rear end of the buliding.

At aliput 2, when the fire was ot its
height, a rapid discharge of musketry
took place fnghlening everyone awiny
irom the huilding. This was coused by
the dgnition of 10,000 rounds of vare
tridges in the wrmory,  The tusilade was
kept up tor some time, the bullets yving
in ull directions.  No one was hurt, llow-
ever, The fames sprende to a lorge
three story huilding ndjoining, which wis
entirely destroyed, ent.iling losses foot-
ing up $20,000 on a number of familics
wﬁu lived therein, The Hall building
and the board of trade rooms with thuir
valunhle library  were completely  de
stroved.
